“Dear friends, | remain eternally 
grateful for the strong bonds of 
friendship which have characterized 
our relationship over the years. | will 
never forget the firm friendship you 
extended to me, particularly 
ones the 1968 Presidential camp- 
algn. 

“l can recall when we first set up 
the National Newspaper Publishers 
Association Governmental Affairs 
Committee, and how much we in 
government benefitted from the can- 
did discussions we had with leading 
Black editors and publishers. | am 
aware Vice President Mondale has 
been contacted about re-establishing 
this Committee, and you can be 
assured | will do all | can do to see 
that it becomes operational once 
again. 

“Much has occurred since we were 
together two years ago in Phil- 
adeiphia. We have lost some dear 
friends — friends who were very close 
to me personally. Cecil Newman of 
the Minneapolis Spokesman and 
Howard Woods of the St. Louls Sen- 
tinel | pay special tribute to these 
two exceptiond! journalists whose 
style and ideals exemplified the con- 
science of America. 

“You are now in your 151st years 
as an organization, you have been the 
voice of the Black press of America. 
You have raised the cry for equal 
rights and human justice from coast 


Your organization has been 
In the vanguard of the civil rights 
movement. You.are the backbone of 
Black leadership throughout the

“That is why | believe the concept 
of the civil rights moyement must be 
broadened to include the rights and 
Opportunities that should be avail- 
able to all disadvantaged groups in 
amerios. | know this is your goal as 
well.

struggle for the-rights and privileges 
and duties of all Americans. And 
what do these rights include? 

“= The right to a meaningful life, 


free from poverty that today afflicts 


some 25 million Americans. 

“= The right to full and equal 
protection under the law — and end 
to the double standard applied to 
many of those who are less pri- 
vileged, where justice delayed can 
become justice denied. 

“= The right to productive and 
gainful emp! nt — for all our 
People, as a national goal 
toward whose achievements we can 
apply every possible private and pub- 
lic resource, 

“ The right to economic, political 
and social opportunity where pro- 
gress toward realizing one's full 
potential will confront no artificial 
barrier of discrimination based on 
race, creed or sex.

The Civil Rights Of 
Hubert H. Humphrey | ~ 


On a hot, sweltering day in July 1948, 
where hundreds of Democrats had 
gathered in Philadelphia to nominate in- 
cumbent Harry S. Truman for President, 
the only real excitement at that con- 
vention was over the civil rights plank. 

Resistance to a strong civil rights 
plank was based on the fear of 
Democratic party leaders that a 
Republican president would be elected if 
the fragile Demogratic party split 

the north and south. 

At the time, Hubert H. Humphrey, at 37, 
was new on the national political scene. 
The aggressive, smooth-talking Mayor of 
Minneapolis chaired the delegation from 
Minnesota and was also the state's 
Democratic candidate for the Senate in 
the fall election. 

After two days of intense and heated 
debate among the 119 members of the 
convention platform committee, the :ciyil 
rights plank, called meaningless by s6me 
liberals, was defeated by a large vote. 

Hubert Humphrey had to make a critic- 
al decision — whether to carry the civil 
rights issued to the floor of the con- 
vention on the third day. A fierce debate 
se rt question raged throughout the 
night. 

arty leaders argued strenuously 
against a floor fight, insisting that young 
romohrey had already gone far enough 
with So divisive an issue. They also main- 
tained that-a floor fight would be dis- 
rupted and offend the South. There was a 
common Consensus among the debating 
groups that there was no way for 
Humphrey and his small group of 
“radicals:’ to win. The odds were too 
great. ; 


Humphrey’s father, who was chairman 
of the Democratic delegation from South 
Dakota, told his son frankly: “Son, this 


" (civil rights issue) may tear the party 


apart, but if you feel strongly, then you've 
got to go with it. You can't run away from 
— a enen son. You've got to go 
wi t.”” 

It was around 5 a.m., when Humphrey 
and his cohorts, including Joe Rauh, 
Andy Bieémiller and several other leaders 
of the newly organized ADA (Americans 
for Democratic Action) finally arrived at a 
strategy and plan. A minority civil rights 
planks would be presented to the con- 
enna and Humphrey would give the 


speech. 

The following afternoon a scared 
Hubert Humphrey stood before the 
Democratic convention. His budding 
political career was at stake. So was the 


- future of his party. A sleepless Humphrey 


Scanned the audience and spoke from 
his heart. 

In peeg” 5 he said: "... There are those 

say ‘The issues of civil rights is an 
infringement on States’ Rights.’ The time 
has arrived for the Democratic party to 
ae out of the States’ Rights and walk 
lorthrightly into the bright sunshine of 
human rights..." 

The emotional impact of his speech hit 
the convention like a bolt of thunder, 
setting off a spontaneous demonstration 
led by delegates from Illinois, California 
and Minnesota. 

The convention voted 652 1/2 to 582 
1/2 for the minority plank. In protest, 
Senator Strom Thurmond, of South 
Carolina led a walkout of Dixicrats. 

The rest is.history.

President Carter, in a 40-minute “State 
of The Nation” address before a joint 
session of Congress gave far more in- 
Spiration than information as he exhorted 
the members of Congress, the barons of 
big business, and we little people to form 
a “partnership” between those who lead 
and those who elect. 

While the mayors of large metropolitan 
centers, special interest lobbyists, - and 
pressure groups such as the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and the Urban League, 
along with the nation’s farmers, found 
very little to satisfy them in the 
President's list of - and emphasis-on-Ad- 
ministration prioritiés, the President did 
manage to find a sop for nearly all. 

Nevertheless, he made it clear that his 
major concerns were to secure action by 
Congress on a strong energy bill, a 
coordinate economic program and rat- 
ification on the Panama Canal treaty.

Report Allays School — 
Busing Cost.Argument. 


Columbus schoo! board members 
who are crying about the high cost of 
desegregation ought to take a look 
at Dayton, which a Dayton paper 
reports is making money from 
desegregation. 


Dayton schools receive $3.6 


million in special federal funds to pay 
for desegregation. Of this, busing for 
desegregation costs about $1.4 
million, leaving Dayton schools 
financially ahead by $2 million plus. 

Those funds have been used to 
Support magnet schools and to set 
up remedial math and reading cen- 
ters, which reportedly have played an 
important part in recent im- 
provements shown by Dayton 
students in standardized 
achievement tests. 

Despite all this, the Dayton Schoo! 
Board was getting, ready to dismantie 
its busing program until last week 
when the 6th Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals told them to hold off until it had 
a chance to rule on the issue. They

Foremost prescription in this area to be 
advanced was a proposed $25 billion 
dollar tax reduct; the creation of a 
separate department of education, and 
reform of the civil service system so that 
merit rather than political expediency 
would prevail.

15 Cleveland), said he is “contemplating” on 
challenging incumbent Sen. Charles L. Butts for. the 
nomination in the 23rd Senatorial district. — 

Thompson, however, emphasized that “I'm only 
contemplating” at this stage of the game. This stated 
reservation is taken as a strong indication that three 
term legislator has yet to get his.so-called “political 
ducks” in a row. 

Senator M. Morris Jackson, (D-Cleveland), whose 
opposition to the ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA) drew sharp criticism from women 
libbers about three years ago, was severely attacked 
verbally last week by the leader of an even more 
fanatic group. 

Spokesperson for the group blasted the veteran 
black Assistant Senate Pro Tem for not holding a 
public hearing on a bill to allow a one minute silent » 
prayer in public schools. The House passed bill is in » 
the Senate Education Committee of which Jackson is .

BLACK DEPRESSION 
CONTINUES Fs 


The National. Urban League just released its annual 
report, “The State of Black America,” and it makes for 
some grim reading. Its analysis of the events of the. .. 
past year make it clear that what was a year of - 
economic recovery for most Americans, was a year of 
continued Depression for blacks. ; ; 

That's why it was so difficult for many blacks to join 
in the general rejoicing over the Labor Department's 
release of the December unemployment figures. The 
statistics showed a marked decrease in joblessness. - 


The. overall unemployment rate declined to 6.4 


percent — a-drop of half-of percentage point from the 
previous month, remarkably large for so short a time. 
In absolute numbers too, people out of work declined. 

The result was predictable. We immediately started 
hearing about how the recovery was almost complete 
and that if the economy were just left alone the - 
figures would continue to improve. 

There are two very important facts about the new 
unemployment figures, both of which argue against 
any federal benign neglect of the economy. 

First, a major reason for the decline in unemploy- 


~ ment lies in the fact that federal job creation - 


programs are finally beginning to pay off. Programs : 
launched at the beginning of the year take months to - 


"work their way down the~pipeline-into-real-jobsin

local sectors. Without those programs the unemploy- 
ment rate would still be up in the seven percent-plus 
neighborhood. , 


So the figures mean that it will take expanded job- -~ 


creation programs in 1978 to bring the jobless rates 
down ‘still further. The way some people talk, you 
might think that a 6.4 vercent jobless rate approaches

it, There are still over 6 million people out of work, 

d if you add discouraged workers who have given 
up hopes of finding a job, part-time workers who want 
fulltime jobs, and under-employed people whose - 
work leaves them with below poverty-level wages, 
true unemployment in America is well over 10 million. 

And _the cost of this unemployment to the economy 
is tremendous. Even the most conservative éstimates ~ 
place the loss in productive output at over $200 billion - 
a year, That's like saying a fleet of enemy bombers 
knocked out a major part of the nation's productive 
Capacity, only in this case the enemy is 
unemployment. ; 

So the nation can't afford to relent in its fight to ° 
bring decent jobs at decent wages to all. The pldin ° 
fact is that anything less than a full employment 
economy. is too costly in-terms of lost-productivity and 
revenues for’the nation to bear. 

The second major conclusion to be drawn from the 
figures is that for black people its still a Depression. 

Black unemployment dropped in December to 12,5 
percent. That's an outrageous figure. It’s well over 
‘twice the white rate. And while everyone is crowing 
about how much better the December rates were than 
those for November,.the big news is that there was 
absolutely no improvement in the black 
unemployment rate in 1977. 

That's right — no improvement. The December rate 
was the same as it was a year earlier, in January, 
1977. Blacks started the year and ended it in the same 
place even as whites improved their lot. And black 
youth unemployment was actually higher at the end of 
the year, while white youth unemployment dropped 
sharply. : 

So even. with brighter year-end figures special 
efforts have to be mounted to bring black 
unemployment to the levels of white joblessness. That 
inevitably means targeted programs of incentives to 
the sector, Pa works and public service 

yment expansion, and youth job programs. 

A general stimulus to the-economy along the lines 
of’ a big tax ‘cut won't do the job. The general 
economy can improve and white unemployment rates 
can come down, while blacks remain mired in a 


im. 
Pa nn lesson of the latest unemployment 
-figures; and, sadly, it-is-the lesson-so many people” 
refuse to learn.

The main broad- 
casting booth at the game 
was fully constitutional in 
no discrimination because 
of race nor sex, for there 
was a black man, a white 
man and a white woman. 

A white woman sang the 
National Anthem, but a 
black band, the Southern 
University gathering 
(which is a black schoo! if 
things are like they were 
years ago) played the an- 
them. 


Thirty years ago none of 
that scenery would have 
been true, except for black 
people in street crowds 
moving along. It is a 
tremendous legacy that 
Rev. King left and such a 
turn around from those 
days when there would 
have been no integrated 
football team; black 
patrons would have been 
sitting in a Jim Crow sec- 
tion.

One instance of a softer 
northern heart is attested 
by white churches which 
were left stranded in all 
black neighborhoods by 
white parishioners who 
had- fled to the coterie of 
small towns about the city, 
but still attended the 
church of their fathers. 

The stranded churches 
opened up playgrounds, 
food lines, day schools and 
other projects to benefit 
the community blacks and 
even welcomed their 
church membership. The 
action may have been 
taken from the teachings 
of Rev. King and, again, 
they could have been 
peace gestures for their 
remaining in the all black 
communities without 
molestation. « 

Whatever the motivation 
of the churches, Martin 
Luther King teft-a social 
legacy not to be faded for 
a very long time. When all 
the accolades of praise for 
Mr. Humphrey became

On the horizon appears 
a utopian solution. It is 
called “Federal Revenue 
Sharing.”

Local, educational 
bureaucrats are generally 
not allowed to borrow from 
thé private sector beyond 
revenue limits.

serious threat to the political and economic status of 
southern blacks, the NAACP has launched a major 
education program in this area. Under the NAA 
Project Rural, which is funded by a $27,000 grant from 
the Mary Reynolds Babcock Foundation, the Association 
will provide basic assistance to black land owners. 
James H. Blair, -a former assistant secretary of the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development, was 
hired last October as program coordinator. His office is 


in Atlanta.
